Alarmed by Recent Accident 
English Authorities Are 
Considering New 
System, 


London, Oct, 21.—Alarmed by the 
Aisgill and Liverpool accident, Britist 
railway companies are considering the 
question of adopting wireless telegra+ 
phy for railway signalling. The Mid- 
land and the London and Southwestern 
companies experimented with the Pren- 
tice automatic system, a Canadian 
telegrapher's invention based upon co- 
operation between electrical mechanical 
devices on a traction engine.

There had been some friction at the 
outset, due to misunderstanding and a 
lack of knowledge of the principles. 
These ditliculties had heen fully yvin- 
dicated. Ask any intelligent man? es- 
pecially (hose who came from the old- 
er settled portions of Canada, and yeu 
would be told that the single tax 
system was just and equitable. It 
needed no apology and it was leng 
since proof against attack. 

The minister of municipalities quot- 
ed official figures to prove that Lyrit- 
ish Columbia was the most tax ridden 
province in the dominion, although it 
was the most favored, It taxed cor- 
porations, incomes, wild lands, coal 
lands, improvements, etc, as did no 
other province, Alberta was only i 
a small proportion of the wealth 
it had created. It was not taking an 
earned cent away from anyone. 


Me, Too, Kemmis. 

Mr. John Kemmis, who followed 
Hon. Mr. Stewart, opposed the single 
tax and unearned increment tax. Mr 
KKemmis said that he and his family 
had personally created the value of his 
ovn land, which was worthless when 
he settled upon it. His contention was 
that ‘the unearned increment tax was 
wrong, as it applied to him, but all 
right as it applied to his neighbers, 
which is true conservative theory. Mir 
IXemmis, who is usually well informed, 
Showed by bis remarks on single tax 
that he was not very well acquainted 
with Henry George. He would fayor 
any mesure that would reach land 
speculators, but wenuld not support a 
measure that would unjustly tay far- 
mers, which he claimed the preposed 
bill would do. 

Lowery Sct Right.

Not Enough Money Says Rhue

Manager Harris 
stated before the exhibition that all 
those who were not satisfied would be 
refunded their money at the close of> 
the match, which was a very fair pro~ 
position, Nothing better could be said 
of the exhibition that followed than 
that not a man asked for his money 
back, 

It is plain to see that Forbes and 
Rhue do not love each other as much 
as they should, and there was no quar- 
ter given in their 15-minute bout. 

Rhue, who is fully 10 pounds heavier 
than Forbes, pretended much of the 
time that he was not trying, and kept 
up a continual flow of banter and 
“kidding,” but it was evident to all 
that he had his hands full, and there 
were few present at the finish who 
thought he would have succeeded in 
throwing Forbes three times [nan 
hour. forbes did most of the work 
and slammed Rhue around the mat in 
a manner that showed he was no 
noyice.

CHANGE IS PROVIDED FOR

Washington, Get, 21—-With Presi- 
dent Wilson willing to accept sub- 
stantial amendments to the adminis- 
tration’s currency bill, in the hope of 
securing speedy action on the mea- 
sure in the senate committee, sup: 
porters of the administration yester- 
day grew optimistic over the chances 
for the passage of the measure hefore 
the end of the extra session of con- 
gress. 

The president himself, in a letter to 
Majority Leader Underwood, announc- 
ed his willingness to consider a pro- 
posal for a recess of the house, be- 
cause, he said, the conference with 
members on the currency bill led him 
to believe the bill would be reported 
to the senate the first week in Novem- 
ber and passed during the present ses- 
sion, 

Republican members of the commit- 


teo and Senator Hitchcock, of Ne- 
braska, were Inclined to ‘ook mpon 


this plan as too optimistte. 
Fewer Reserve Banks. 

A reduction in the number of re- 
serve banks, fixed by the administra- 
tion Bill at 12, and the remoyal of 
the ‘secretary of agriculture and the 
comptroller of the currency from the 
federal reserve board, which srould 
control the new currency system, were 
the amendments which the president 
let it be known he would not oppose. 

The proposed amendments would re- 
tain the federal reserye board as a 
strictly governmental institution, hut 
would provide that jt shall be com- 
posed of seven. members, six to be ap- 
polnted by. the president and'to deyote 
their entire time to the work of the 
board, and the seventh to be. the sec- 
retary of the treasury, The committee 
has not yet taken up the question of 
reducing the number of reserve banks, 
but suggestions have been made, put- 
ting the number all the way from 
three to 10, 

Recess of House. 

Yhe proposal for a recess of the 
house was taken up at the White 
House and at the Capitol yesterday, 
but the negotiations continued with- 
out any definite conclusion. 

Mr, Underwood urged Representa- 
tive Mann, the minority leader of the 
house, to consent to a recess of the 
house until November 15. Mr. Mann, 
who has insisted that congress should 
adjourn because of his belief that the 
eurrency bill could not be enacted at 
the extra session, postponed his decis- 
jon until today. Then he went to the 
senate and discussed with republican 
and democratic members the presi- 
dent's assertion that the eurrency pill 
probably would be disposed of in No- 
vember. 

President Had Not Consulted. 

‘Tl found,” Mr. Mann said later, 
“that the senate was without a quor- 
um, as is the house. I found that the 
president had not consulted with re- 
presentative senators, nor received as 
surances from them that the currency 
bill would be finally disposed.

Washington, Oct. 21.—America’s | 
doors were opened today to Mrs. tim- 
meline Pankhurst and during the fow 
weeks covered by her lecture engage- 
ments the British militant suffrag- 
ette leader is free to go where she 
will in the United States.

“There is nothing in the record or 
before me,” said the statement, “to 
indicate that the British government 
desires that Mrs. Pankhurst shall be 
returned to England; and the evidence 
of record indicates that while she was 
placed under a sentence of three years 
penal seryilude, she served) only oa 
small part of her sentence, and appar- 
ently no effort has been made to com- 
pel her to serve the balance; but as 
a matter of fact, marked leniency has 
been shown towards applicant by the 
TIenglish authorities. Shall this govern- 
ment deny even temporary asyliun 
when by so doing less consideration 
would be shown Mrs, Pankhurst than 
England has displayed?

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MUST BE NO TAMPERING WITH 
THE BRITISH NORTH AMERICA ACT. 

When the provincial premiers meet in conference in 
Ottawa on Monday of next week there will be commenced the 
biggest: fight that the west has yet had to face for justice in 
the matter of representation. ie 

Heretofore western provinces have been robbed of their 
proportionate voice in the councils at Ottawa by their very 
erowth and expansion. Redistribution made upon the basis 
of a decennial census has failed to provide sufficient repre- 
sentation to adequately represent a population increasing at 
4 more rapid percentage between each census than it does in 
some other parts of Canada during a century. Thus con- 
stituencies like Edmonton, Calgary and Saskatoon, which at 
the time of the last redistribution were little more than villages 
in an unsettled wilderness, but which have grown to cities in 
the meantime and centres of a populous and active country, 
are still entitled only to the same representation that they had 
before the influx came. A new redistribution based on the 
last census would be more unjust, even, for these cities and 
the country surrounding them have already increased enor- 
mously in population since the census’ was taken, and are in- 
creasing more rapidly now than ever before. 

Nevertheless, and in spite of the fact that the Maritime 
provinces and the province of Ontario have meanwhile stood 
almost still, there is the demand from these eastern provinces 


that their present representation be regarded as a fixed mini-} 


mum and that the principle of representation by population 
be suspended while the British North America act is amended 
to permil them to retain their present membership as an irre- 
ducible minimum in the Dominion house for all time. 

Under such an arrangement the west would never arrive 
at an equitable representation at Ottawa and confederation 
would become a mockery. The west has looked forward to 
the day when it would have the controlling voice in the coun- 
cils of the nation, a time which is sincerely hoped for by all 
those who realize the falsity of the notions which are govern- 
ing Canada today. But if the Maritimers are to have their 
way, this can never be. 

The western premiers must make themsélves felt at the 
confernce of provincial premiers to the end that there be no 
tampering with the British North America act. Premier 
Sifton can undoubtedly be depended upon to give a good 
account of himself in this behalf, and it is fortunate for the 
province of Alberta that the advocacy of the case. of the west 
will be in his hands. 


THE LAUGH BEFORE 
THE CURTAIN FALLS. 

When, as a final protest against the Waterways, the 
opposition in the legislature demands that the bill be submitted 
to a referendum, their performance must be intended to add a 
touch of the burlesque to. the closing scene so as to relieve the 
public mind of any lingering suspicion that the conservative 
party’s attitude should be taken seriously. 

What the conservatives ask the government to submit 
to the test of a referendum is legislation which is being en- 
acted for the purpose of fulfilling the intent of the verdict of 
ihe privy council. : 

The Rutherford government passed the Waterways bill. 
Then a later government passed legislation which cancelled 
the contract and expropriated the bond money. Next the 
privy council declared the second legislation invalid and the 
first valid. The government now reaffirms the original legis- 
lation; and the conservative opposition wants it submitted to 
a referendum. i 

Mr. Rosevell’s referendum of judgments proposal in 
United States was intended to place the power in the hands of 
the public to submit judgments to the test of the referendum, 
but his proposal, right or wrong, is the only attempt of the 
kind in modern times to establish the right of a popular veto 
for the verdicts of the court. There is no such power under 
the British system. If the province of Alberta attempted to 
set aside the verdict of the privy council it would probably 
find iiself in much greater difficulties than any arising out of 
the cancellation legislation. The opposition in the legisla- 
ture is as cognizant of this as any member on the government 
side. Their intention in calling for the referendum is merely 
to place the government in the position of having to refuse 
to do something which the opposition understands before it 
starts cannot be done. 


BY THE “L-11” EXPLOSION. 

The explosion of Zepellin “L-11” in mid-air, by which 
the entire German admiralty board met death, is not likely 
to help much toward enthusiasm for aeronautics in that coun- 
try where the navigation of the air has reached its highest 
development. But the accident attracts greater attention 
through the picturesque horror of it and the prominence of 
the victims. It will not stop the navigation of the air, any 
than the disaster to the Titanic brought an end to the. 
Atlantic greyhound. »The Germans have progressed a long, 
jong way in the matter of air navigation, so far as to prove 
that it isa practicable method of travel, and the destruction of 
one ot their gas bags on account of some mechanical defect

Hoadley's Amendment.

He attributed the origin of> the 
tnearned increment tax to Hon, Lloyd 
George and was reminded by Hon. C.

Mr. Ewing 
also spoke of the application of the 
unearned increment tax in other coun-; 
tries but when pressed he could not 
say in what countries it had been ap- 


plied. It should have been applied 
years ago, long before the Hudson's 


Bay company’s property had inereased 
in value to such an extent. How abort 
future increase? he was asked, Would 
Edmonton not grow in the future and 
would the tax not apply to the land still 
held by the company? This, said Mr. 
IMwing, was political subterfuge, , The 
government was welcome to all the 
political capital it could make out of 
the bill. ‘ 
Modifies Statements, 

Ignoring the statements of the pre- 
mier and attorney general to the effect 
that land used for farming: purposes 
would be exempt, Mr. Ewing proceeded 
to include such land, but later modi- 
fiel his statement by saying he was 
glad to know provision for such exemp- 
tion had been made, The bill was very 
advanced legislation of radical ehar- 
acter und would retard the flow of cap- 
ital into the country and was therefore 
untimely, 

Mv. Spencer, of Medicine Itat, in 
seconding Mr. Hoadley’s” amendment, 
said he wanted it understoul that he 
was not opposed to the bili He 
thought it might be hasty andl definite 
action might be deferred until tore 
consideration should be given to the 
measure, Alberta should do. nothing 
at this time, when money was tight, 
to check the influx of capitil. 

Mr. Spencer, strongly urgel that the 
revenue’ should go to the cities, towns, 
villages or municipalities from which at 
came, If a live and progressive city 
by its activity enhanced property 
values, it was entitled to its share of 
the accrued profit which it had cre- 
ated. 

Ilon. A. G. MacKay said that the 
basic industry of Alberta was agri- 
culture, The homesteaders made the 
growth of the cities possible. Thay 
were not to be taxed by this bill. The 
man who settled 20 miles fromm the city 
did just as much as the man who, lived 
outside. The interest of the whole peo- 
ple should be considered on broad lines. 
The distribution sbeuld be equitable 
and the bill aimed to make it so. 

Mr, Tweedie said® the increment tax 
should be collected by the farmer and 
used for his own benefit: 

“Precisely what we are going to do,” 
said Hon. Dunean Marshall ‘We are 
going to exempt the actual farmer from 
the .unearned increment tax and we 
are going to tax the land speculators 
in Calgary and Edmonton and else- 
where and use the meney for agricui- 
tural education, the benefit of public 
health and other worthy purposes.” 
(Applanse.) 3 

Mr. Hoadley’s amendment was then 
put and lost by a strict purty vote, 
The motion that the bill be read a sec- 
ond time was carried by a yote of 31 
to 16. 

Stewart Opposes School Grants. 


Dr. Stewart opposed _ the amend- 
ments to the act respecting school 
grants. He claimed they would. de- 


crease the grants to all the schools in 
the province without notice to the 
people. Some reason should be ad- 
vanced for such u change. 

Hon, John R. Boyle declared that 
the grants to the new, the weak and 
struggling school districts were in- 
creased, the older and. stronger ‘dis- 
tricts being left to care for taemselyes, 
more than they had in the past, as 
they were better able to do. 

Dr. Stewart contended that grants 
would be arbitrarily withheld from the 
majority of the schools in the province 
and would lower the educational stand- 
ard in Alberta. He was opposed to the 
principle and believed the bill should 
be hoisted for six months,

Pelican Gas Bill, 

A belated private bill, introduced by 
Mr. George P. Smith, with the un- 
animous consent of the house, proposes 
to enahle the. Pelican Gas Co. to lay 
pipe lines and transmission Mines from 
Pelican Rapids to Edmonton. The bill 
was read’ for the first time and refer- 
red to the private bills committee. 

Replying to questions by Mr, Craw- 
ford, Hon. Duncan Marshall, minister 
of agriculture, stated that 90 boys 
were actually registered at the three 
agricultural schools in Vermilion, Olds 
and Claresholm, and that 88 addition- 
al applications had been received. Up 
to date 46 girls had registered for the 
domestic science course at Claresholm 
and Olds.

IS NOW JUST BEGINNING 

Since 1879, when an American base- 
ball team first invaded Havana, the 
diamond pastime has been popular 
with the Cubes, although it did not be- 
come the national sport until after 
the Yankee occupation of the islands. 
That baseball is now far and away the 
favorite recreation of the people may 
be judged from the number of yalu- 
able inches of space—Cubic inches, of 
course—devoted to.accounts of games 
by the Havana newspapers. Cooking 
mains, bull fights and lottery drawings 
have been deprived of their popular 
appeal by baseball, which has thus be- 
come a great moral factor in Cuban 
affairs. During the course of ex- 
citing games, adult Cubes have even 
been known to forget to puff ‘their 
cigars, and the youngsters to suck 
their sugar canes, 

The baseball season in Cuba is now 
just beginning, with the annual inva- 
sion of players from the United States, 
Scores of major and minor league 
players now spend their winters in 
Cuba, and are able to pay their ex- 
penses, and even make a little on the 
side, by practicing their profession, 
while at the same time escaping the 
rigors of a northern winter. The 
series of games between local and 
American teams begins in October, and 
continues through November and 
December, The Cuban championship 
season starts about the first of the 
year and lasts three months. There 
are only three professional clubs in 
Cuba, ail in Havana, but there are 
hundreds of amateur nines wil over Lhe 
island.

Useful Hints for Those Who 
Would Match Their Skill 
gainst Animals,

sel and other valuable fur bearing ani- 
mals abound throughout the farming | 
communities of the dominion, and it 
only remains for the observant active | 
trapper to capture the same and turn) 
their pelts into the big money — that 
they bring on the market today. 

Not only does the following of the 
jtrap line well repay the boy for the 
{time and energy expended, but it leads | 
him to enjoy the healthful life in the} 
open, and to become a lover of nature. | 
lit causes him to become observant and | 
sharpens his wits, when he attempts to 
match his skill against the natural in- 
stinct and wariness of the wild animals, 
and offers an innocent safety valve to 
the natural exuberance inherent in 
levery boy having good red blood cours- 
ing through his veins. : 

It is not advisable or necessary to 
wait until the trapping season opens 
j before locating places to set the traps, | 
lus a great deal of the preliminary | 
work for a successful trapping season 
should be done now. Cubbies should 
be built, log runways constructed in 
places frequented by fur bearing. ani- 
mals and bait placed in the same, so 
that the animals will become accustom- 
ed to their presence and feed in the 
same before attempts are made to trap 
them, In passing through the waods! 
and along the creeks and sand bars 
jlook for tracks and signs of the ani- 
mals, note where they pass in. tiveir 
search for food, examine holes in the 
{ground, and see if tracks do not leud 
linto them with hair on the side of the 
hole showing that you have found the 
home of the skunk, a fur that shows 
increasing value and popularity on ac- 
count of its black glossy appetrianec 
and good wearing qualities, 

As mink have a natural aversion to 
crossing travelled roads and prefer ral 
pass under a bridge or culvert, al} 
places of this description should be 
located und an old log or piece or plini 
placed on an angle against the side of 
the abutment under the bridge forming} 
au tunnel or passageway, and every | 
mink that passes that way will go} 
through the tunnel you have raade.! 
Notice where a log lies across ia stream, | 
tas land and even water animals will use| 
it as a bridge in place of going threush) 
the water, and a trap properly placea 
ithere often brings good results. 

All these signs tell their teles to the 
experienced trapper, and if the boy 
is to make a suecess of trapping, he 
must learn to read these signs, whieh 
show him where to set his traps to 
make yuccess assured. 

Good traps in good working condition 
are very essential for a successful sea- 
son's trapping, as it is usually the best 
mink that escapes from «a defective 
trap, so that before the season opens 
you should go over your trayrs earefully 
to see that the springs «are iu good 
condition, and that they worl: properly. | 
The traps should) then be boiled in 
water with pine, spruce, hemlock, bal- 
lea boughs or with walnut hulls, and 
hung up to dry, as this will give the 
traps a dark coating, remove the_oil, 
and keep them from rusting. Never 
put kerosene on your craps as the odor 
remains for «w long time and will warn 
the animal of the prescuce of the traps 
und cause them to iveid being crurght. 

The farm dog is a valuable aaimal 
in his place, but he shoulda not be taken 
along when you go over your trap line, 
as mink and some other animals can 
scent a dog for several days aflerward 
and will avoid the locality where their 
natural enemy has passed,
